Be it enacted by the People of the State of lllinois,

represented in the General Assembly:

Section 5. The University of Illinois Act is amended by

adding Section 35 as follows:

(110 ILCS 305/35 new)

Sec. 35. Students called to active military service. If a

currently enrolled student 1s called to active military

service, the University shall allow the student to withdraw

from the courses he or she is taking, with a full refund of

tuition and fees, and complete the courses at a later date. The

student must be given priority over other students in

reenrolling in the courses.

Section 10. The Southern Illinois University Management

Act is amended by adding Section 20 as follows:
